President Taft has issued his expecled 
statement defining “whisky.** The Pres¬ 
ident docisred the Roosevelt-Booaparts- 
Bowers rule too stringent, and gives the 
brand “blend** a much broader meaning.

He aild that It It 
Ample protection to the public to mark 
the character of the goods on the pock- 
oges, so that "straight** and “rectined’* 
hquors may be known, and that the 
truth can work no Injustice to anyone.

A fow minutes before, two men an¬ 
swering the description of those who 
atlackod the Harbaugh boy. went into 
the front yard of the residence occu¬ 
pied by W. E. Sauer, at 602 South Eigh¬ 
teenth street, opposite the Harbaugh 
place, and catching up Kenneth King 
draggiHl him to the mouth of an alley. 
The icing boy was not thfotUed, and 
when he hod screamed lustily several 
limes his captors dropped him and dis¬ 
appeared. 

After the Harbaugh boy was released 
a crowd of several hundred men and 
boys searched the neighborhood for the 
would-be kidnapers, but the men ««- 
caped In the darkness without leaving 
any trace of themfelves.

Harbaugh Boys On Sidewalk. 


According to the stajtements made by 
Mr. and Mrs. Harbaugh. William. Cedi 
and Carl, their three .younger children, 
had Just finished doing the chores for 
the night and hud step{»ed outside of a 
doorway opening Into the Elghtecmth- 
street side of the house. Neither of the 
children had on coats or hats. 

The boys had been standing on the 
sidewalk In the shadow for only a few 
minutes when the two men approached, 
and. catching William by the arm. 
askf-d: 

'*t>o you want to fight ?**

Throttled By Man. 


*'We thought the men were Joking 
with us. and only smiled,** said 
Wllham. "None of us said a 

thing to them. Then one of the 
men grabbed me by the arm. and 
said to the other man: This Is the one 
we want.* Then the tall man. who had i 
mo by the arm. put his arm around my I 
neck so that I could hardly breathe and !

Mr. Harbaugh learned the direction 
the men had takrn and he ran out 
Eighteenth street to Mogaalne, with 
the Intention of heading off the men 
who had token his l»oy. By the Urn© 
he reached the head of Reed alley, 
which runs pnmllel with Eighteenth 
and Nlnteenth streets, there was no 
trace of the men Mr Harbaugh hur¬ 
ried on west to Nineteenth street and 
went south to Broadway He came 
hack to Eighteenth street on Broad¬ 
way and there he was stopped by De¬ 
tective Lnne. of the Seventh police dis¬ 
trict, who W 8 S attracted by Mr. Har- 
baugh's running.

Boy Found At Home. 


By that time William had returned 
home, and with his mother, started lo 
hunt a pollcoman. Both motlter and 
son were crying. The neighbors were 
by this time attracted by the excUe- 
ment, and In a few'minutes a largo 
crowd gatherf^d. With Detective Lane 
they mode a thorough search of the 
neighborhood, but found no trace of the 
men.

Saw Men Again. 

William Harbaugh stated hurt night 
that while ho with his mother were 
looking for bis father, near Eighteenth 
and BnuiuJwivy, and while his mother 
hod gone d<iwn Magazine streect. he 
saw the men walking rapidly out 
Eighteenth street toward Broadway.

Boston, Dec. 26.—Grim winter weaXher 
swept into New England to-day on the 
Wings of a nortlieofit storm with sm-h 
lerrlflc energy as to cause great dam¬ 
age, suffering and death. 

The gaitt drove a tidal wave ilnto 
Massachusetts Bay which nearly 
eoualcd that of the famous storm of 
1861. the wee snow prostrated wires, 
telephone, telegraph, electric light and 
tPoUoy, oikI railroad tralna were stalled. 
Three persona loot their lives In Everett 
and Chelsea by the sudden rise of the 
Ude. 

From midnight until late to-day the 
storm's destructive powers were un¬ 
usually extensive and sevens. 

Its center was somewhere off Nan- 
tuck but the gale swept over the 
grviUer portion of New England and 
was accompanied by a heavy fall of 
snow. 

The big Ude, however, was the 
feature of the storm. Coming on a 
full moon, the gale rolled a wave along 
the coast, which In some places reach¬ 
ed a height of over fourteen feet above 
low water mark and has only been ex* 
ceeded. according to local records by 
that which swept the coast at the 
Ume that Mlnofs Light was destroyiMl 
In April. 1661. 

In this city the tide went across 
AtlanUc avenue on the water front end 
filled hundreds of cellars, causing an 
estimated damage of over 11 , 0 ^ 0 . 000 .

In Everett, Cornelius Horkln and his 
wife were caught In their beds and 
werwhelmed by the flood, while an in¬ 
fant child Jotit its life In CTheanea un 
der similar ounditlona In many places 
along the ooaiH persona were taken 
from their homes In boats, hundreds of 
summer o*>uages were undermined, 
bulkheads were destroyed and persons 
living some distance from the sea 
found themselves looking over the open 
ocean. 

The prostration of the wire 8 er\ice. 
efipeclally In Southezstem New Eng¬ 
land. wns mors extensive than for 
many years. 

Pro\idwTce clung to the outside 
world by only a single wire, while com¬ 
munication toward Fail River. Newport 
and New Bedford and «*ape Cod by 
ordinarj' lines ceased at Brockton. The 
wireless, however, established oom- 
munlcatlon with Cape Co<l and there 
was much relief when word was re¬ 
ceived from the famous peninsula that 
Its long sandy beach had. not boon 
marked by a wreck. 

It Is many years since the railroads 
and street railway companies have 
bi^n so badly blocked The wet snow 
pi^ved kss of a handicap than tho 
falling wlros and telephone poles for 
the steam railroads. 

Fallen wires for a radius of twenty 
or thirty miles around Boston ami 
throughout Boutbeostern Marnuudiusettit 
and Rhode Island mode It nece 9 far>* 
to cut out completely electric lighting 
plants In those communltlos that were 
served by the overhead system. Cam¬ 
bridge Somerville. Lynn. Brockton, 
Providence, Fall River and New Bed¬ 
ford were In darkness, except for the 
light afforded by the full moon. 

In Everett and Chelsea hundreds of 
persons were driven from their homes 
by a flood rosuKlng from the breaking 
of a dam gate known as "The Dykes" 
in Chelsoa. Jum over the Evereci line, 
and many found refuge In muntlclpal 

buildings and churches. 

• • • 

Sweeps Lynn Isthmus. 

At Lynn the tide made a clean sweep 
across the narrow Isthmus which con¬ 
nects Kahant with the mainland, and 
for several hours that rocky peninsula 
was an Island. Tho State hlghw^ay Is 
covered to a depth of four feet with sea¬ 
weed. 

Fifty families In the vicinity of Sau- 
dus River were driven from their homes 
by the tide, and many were taken ouf of 
their houses In boats. 

On Nantaskel beach. In Hull, the 
damage to proixTiy la estimated at 
1100.000. 

Beverly, the summer home of Presi¬ 
dent Taft. wniJ cut off from communica¬ 
tion with the outside world by telephone 
and telegraph. A message from Bev¬ 
erly late lo-nlght sold that the storm 
and tide caused great damage aJong the 
water front. 

I>eiallz of militiamen from Malden. 
Lynn. Everett oiwl Marblehead were 
sent to Chelsea to-night, with blankets 
and nmttretsi^^z, by order of Gov. 
Draper. It Is estimated that the num¬ 
ber of people driven by the flood from 
their homes In the city, which was 
fire-swept three years ago, will reach 
2.600.

VIRGINIA MOB HANGS 
MAN TO STEAM HPE 


VICTIM KTLIjB SAMtJIX BAKER; 
WOXXllI>S FAMILY. 


POSSE CAPTURES PENinNOTON 
AFTER DESPERATE FIGHT. 


BODY RIDDLED WITH BULLETS 


Hurley, Va., Dec. 26.—Following the 
killing her© on Christmas eve of Samuel 
Baker and tho serious wounding of his 
wife and two children by the former's 
enemy. Henr>* P.ennlngton, a mob of 100 
cltlwns late last night look Pennington 
from an Improvised Jail, where he had 
been Incarcerated, under heavy guard, 
and Imnged him to a steam pipe. 

Pennington, who had btwn drinking, 
picked a quarrel* with Baker and sh<K 
hhn while the latter was on hla way to 
a Sunday-school Chrlsimoa tree wKh 
his wife, his two ohlldrc.n and a friend. 
Wyatt Meadoaa, Seeing that he ha*! 
killed Baker. Pennington started to run 
a!ra>*. Mrs. Baker called after Pen¬ 
nington and Implored him to help her 
to take the body home. 

The ruse w'orked am! Pennington 
went bark to the spot where his victim 
lay dead. Bent on avenging Uu> deed. 
Mra Baker mbbed Pennington’s platol 
from his pex^et and shot twice at him. 
Her aim W'as bad, but she succeeded In 
wounding him In the hand and thigh. 
Pennington recovered possession of the 
pistol and then shot the wonmn and 
attemptfxl lo kill .Meadows, who was 
rnnnlng awa)\ It is alleged, and the two 
children. 

Pennln^on then fled, but was sur¬ 
rounded by a posse on the outskirts of 
pio U^wn Uitct Jo, the Alght. Jie was 
captured after oh exohonke of sh 6 ts 
with the officers, who badly wound!^! 
him. Being too weak to stand the Jour¬ 
ney to the Grundy Jail, flftwm miles dis¬ 
tant over a mountainous country. Pen¬ 
nington was locke<l up In the consta¬ 
ble’s house, but about 1 o’clock yeiger- 
day afternoon It was thought advisable 
to remo%*e him to a hoarding-house; 
where he was put under strong guard. 

Feeling against Pennington ran high, 
and many threots of lynching were 
Heard during the day. Last night a 
tmnd of about 100 citizens was quietly 
organized, the guard v^as oven>O'^'‘‘T 0 d 
and Pennington was taken to the en¬ 
gine room of a lumber mill neartiy and 
hangtHl to a steam pipe. The bod>* 
riddled wKh bullets and was then left 
hanging until 9 o’clock this morning, 
when It was cut down. 

Baker's funeral was held to-day, but 
his wife was too budb* wounded to at¬ 
tend. Baker a*az a son-in-law of “Aunt 
Betty" Justice and a brother-in-law of 
George Meadows, two of the victims of 
the famous sextuple murder here sev¬ 
eral months ago. for which Howard Lit- 
tie lias been sentenced to death In the 
electric chair on January 6 . 


PRESIDENT TAFT 
DEFINES WHISKY 


Declares “Straight" and 
Spirits Mixed Are a Blend. 


But Use of Rectified Product 
Must Be Noted. 


No Harm Done If Package 
Is Honestly Labeled. 


TOUCHES UP THE SCIENTISTS. 


Washington. Dec. 26.—The deffnltlon 
of the word “whisky** was given lo-day 
when President *nift rendered the flnol 
df^islon on the subject In connection 
uith the conztnirtlon of the pure food 
law with reference to laJiellr.g. Tho 
President held that whisky made of 
noutrai spirits Is whisky when reduced 
to potable strength. The decision seeks 
to harmonize Uie liquor Interests, 

*rhe President covered other details 
In his decision and gave dJrectlonti for 
tho proper branding of various vari¬ 
eties of liquor, holding among other 
things that whisky made from a mix¬ 
ture of "simlght" whisky and "neutral 
spirits" may be called a blend. 

According to the Itvslrueilons under 
this decision "straight whiskies’* will 
hereafter be branded as such, but the 
brand maj* b© accompanied by the leg¬ 
end "aged In wood," and whisky made 
from recllfled, distilled or neutral 
spfrtti may be branded so as lo make 
known the principal Ingredient.

The dlftlnetlon Is 
too impracUeohlc In argument for the 
cxcoiitlon of the law." 

The President thinks that such an 
ordrr os his decision contemplates can¬ 
not do injustice. "Those,ho says, 
"who moke whisky of •rectlfled.’ ‘re- 
distllltd.* or •neutral’ spirits cannot 
complain If, In order to prevent fur¬ 
ther fntuda they nro requlre<l to use a 
brand which shall show exactly the 
kind of whisky they are selling. For 
tliat reason It seems to me fair lo re¬ 
quire them lo brand their product aa 
'whisky mode from rectlfled spirits* or 
*whl,«ky made from re-dlstilled spirits.* 
or ‘whisky made from neutral spirits.' 
as the case may be; and If aged in the 
wood, as fmmetiraes is the case with 
this class of whisky, they may add this 
fact."

The west wing of railroad service 
w'oa almost wholly cut off. wire commu¬ 
nication In ever>* direction was crippled, 
streets were blocked with snow, and 
shipping, even wKhln the protection of 
the harbor, suffered considerable dam- 
rge.

Joe Barker, held as an acooinpUce 
in the murder, was rushed to the 
Laurens Jail. 

Fuller, who Is regarded as a des¬ 
perate charaoler. was arrested this 
morikng. foUow'lng an allegt.^ confes¬ 
sion made to W. O. Stover, a contruo- 
tor Shortly after the arrests crow'ds 
gathered around the Jail and threats 
of lynching were freely made. The 
B^The Rifles were called out to pro¬ 
ton the JoJl and at an opportune mo¬ 
ment Fuller was placed In an automo¬ 
bile and taken to Spartanburg, when 
he was placed on a tniJn for Colum¬ 
bia. 

The murder of Mr. Liddell was un¬ 
usually brutal and there Is little doubt 
that Fuller would have been lynched 
had not the military company been 
willed out so promjHly. Liddell was 
t'n his w'ay home Friday night last 
with Santa Claus for the little tota 
whose stocking* aJreally llnihl the man¬ 
tle, when he was suddenly pounced 
upon by a man who Jumped from be¬ 
hind a tree. He was beaten to deeUh 
and rubbed, his body, which lay Just 
a short distance from his home, being 
found a short while later 

In toll* alleged confession Fuller Im¬ 
plicated Barker. Immediately upon his 
arrest the ofllrers placed him aboard a 
train and took him to Laurens. 

The Coroner's jury will not report 
before Monday.

Eugagemexitg Announced. 


Washington, Dec. 26.—Some Idea 
of the aixe of the postal service of 
the United States and the magni¬ 
tude of Its biLstness can be gained 
from a brief review of the aa- 
llcmt facta disclosed by the latest 
annual aiatlsllca These figures show 
thjit the service now has about 326,000 
employes, and that these employes 
handled during the last fiscal year 
nearly fourteen billion pieces of mall. 
The number of post-offfees In opera¬ 
tion is 60.144. There are 26.662 dJ- 
niestic transportation routes, aggregat¬ 
ing 448,613 mllee in length, wKh an 
annual travel of 542,161,121 miles. A 
delivery service by carrier la provided 
on 40.628 rural routes and In 1,440 
cities and towns. Ordinary* postage 
stamps to the number of 8,721.907,031 
were sold during the yeor and do- 
m<sitk3 money orders to the value of 
1491,074.844 were Issued. The total 
receipts for iho fiscal year 1909 were 
3201.662,383.07. an Increase of 6.31 per 
cent, over the receipts of the previous 
year. The total expenditures amounted 
to 1221.004.102.89. an Increase of 6.07 
per cent.

Newspapers and Magazines. 

Msgaxlnes and other perimltcal publi¬ 
cations exclusive of daily newspapers 
comprise about 60 per cent, of the sec¬ 
ond-class moll. The magaxlncs alond 
form about 20 per cent While the aver¬ 
age haul of magasifies proper Is over 
1,000 miles and that of other classes of 
periodicals, not Including dally newspa¬ 
pers. rangei^ from 660 to over 1,100 
miles, the haul of daily newvpa|)«rs. 
which comprlae about 40 per cent, of 
the second-class mall, averages less 
than 300 miles. The ookt of traiuiporta. 
tlon by rail and by other means forma 
slightly more than a third (ft the total 
expense of handling second-Vlasa mail. 
Magaxines proper, because of the long 
average haul, ^ow a cost of more than 
5 cents a pound for transportation 
while Ih the case of da^* * '^spapors. 
for which the average ol^anec of dis¬ 
tribution Is much less, the transporta¬ 
tion coat Is less than 2 cents a iHiund. 

In view* of these conditions, the ques¬ 
tion naturally arises how far the length 
-'tff haul should be regarded In fixing 
rates of postage for second-class mat 
ter. The fact that the average trans¬ 
portation distance for magaxines and 
other periodicals Is so much greater 
than that for dally newspapers has led 
to the sruggestJon that the former class 
of publications be charged A higher rate 
of postage than the latter. 

Another plan that recognises the 
length of haul os an Important element 
In fixing 8«!Cond-clas9 postage is the 
establishment of a xone system under 
which a given rate could be charged to 
all points w'lthln a certain radius from 
the office of mailing and a higher rate 
to points beyond the llmlU of the zone. 
For convenience In carrying out this 
pUn. xone boundaries could be fixed 
conforming to the fitnte lines that most 
nearly approximate a given radius. 

No matter which of these plans shall 
be adopted, or whether the still simpler 
method now In force of charging a flat 
rate on all second-class mall shall be 
continued, some substsntJal advance In 
the postage rate on such mall should 
be made In order to reduce the tre¬ 
mendous looses the Government reve¬ 
nues are now suffering from this 
source. 


When the present postal adralnlstra- 
don entered on the discharge of its 
duties lost March It was confronted 
with the largest deficit in the Wslorj* 
of the department. The excess of ex¬ 


year 1909 proved to be 817,441,719.83. 
To this sum should be added postal 
funds lost by fire, burglary, etc., to the 
amount of $38,060.65, making a total 
deficit of 817,479.770.47. 

In Its early days the postal service 
was solf-supportlng. For thirty years, 
from 1789 to 1819, It failed only once 
to >ield an annual praftt, but In recent 
years, almost without exception**there 
has been a deficlu So long as the 
dificU amounted to only a few million 
dollars, and did not 4ncreaso In pro¬ 
portion to the growth of the service, 
k attracted IKtle attention; but when. 
In the last few years, H leapsd to up¬ 
ward of 110,000,000. and finally In 1909 
exceeded 817.000,000, ordlnar>' business 
prudence suggested that the causes be 
definitely located.

INTERNATIONAL ZIONISTS 

MEET AT HAMBURGu 


Max Nordau Advocates That Jews 
Stand Aloof From Turkish 
PoUtics. 


Hamburg, Dec. 26.—^The International 
Zionist Congress, the first hold In Ger¬ 
many. opened here to-day with a large 
attendance. David Wolffsohn. of Co¬ 
logne. president of the vx«?cutive com¬ 
mittee. greeted the delegates. He out¬ 
lined the present status and outlook of 
ZlonJst projiscis, making particular ref¬ 
erence to the fact that Palestine la n'^v 
under a constitutional Government. 

Prof, ilax Nordau. of Paris, the fore¬ 
most living Zionist, delivered a speech, 
which was heard with much enthusi¬ 
asm. 

Zionists, he said, must not believe that 
that K is their duty to folK>w the young 
Turks without discrimination. 

They are merely a political party* of 
the Osmnn Empl^, and It would be 
tactless and unwise for the ZloxdsU to 
mix In the Internal polUicai affairs of 
the country by committing their cause 
to any polltlcaJ party. 

He sold that the Jewa would never 
accept these privileges in Turkey If 
they compelled to assimilate with 

the'Turks and be excluded fr»m Pal¬ 
estine. But thqy would become good 
Osman citizens if allowed to sr^xje In 
the land of their forefathers and there 
ectatillsh a JewLsh nation like an indi¬ 
vidual Stata In the Empire, or other 
federation. They do not Intend to es¬ 
tablish an Independent State. 

Prof. Nordau further advised adher¬ 
ing to the programme of the first Zion¬ 
ist congress at Basel. At the conclu¬ 
sion of his address 'Prof. Nordau was 
elected president of the congress.

R<f*cfut invesilgatlomi have shown 
that the two great sources of loss to the 
postal revenues are second-chios mall 
maUtrr and rural delivery. 

.The loss on second-class mall matter 
has been Increasing for many years, 
until U'now amounts to $64,600,000. 

The loss from rural delivery, a eerv*- 
ice begun hardly a dozen years ago, and 
of unprecedented gn^wth, reaches aa 
high aa twenty-eight mllllona. 

In these two Itema aliens the postal 
serv’ice now suffers an annual btss of 
more than the entire national deficit of 
the last'fiscal year. 

While the two Items mentioned rvp- 
reaert poatol set!vHies that have un¬ 
doubtedly conferred great bennfita on 
the public, benefits that should not be 
minimized in the treatment of this 
sutijecL the present stole of our na¬ 
tional finances is such aa to render dt- 
slrable an earnest consideration of their 

COOL 

Simultaneously W'fcth the growing de¬ 
ficit in the postal service, the nation's 
IfK'ome suffered loot year a s«-rlous de- 
plf^Lion Incident to the financial de¬ 
pression. Thue k happened that the 
department's drafts on the Treasury* 
were heaviest at a lime w-hen the pub¬ 
lic funds were lowest. This has ac- 
centuatetl the Importance of the postal 
deflclL making K consplcuoiis among 
the loaso.* to be met by the rTestdent's 
plan of reducing expenditures In all 
executive departments. 

Hince the opening of the adminlstra. 
tlon the Postmaster General and his 
assistants have ad<H>ted measures In 
conformity with the President's policy 
of rwternchmont. ajid these meamirns 
are being put Into effect with substan¬ 
tial results, as wUI be shown in this 
report. 

It should be stated w*lth imiphasis, 
however, that economy Is not to be en¬ 
forced at the cost of efficiency. There 
la to be no impairment of the service. 
Undoubtedly the people dealre that all 
departmenCs of the Gov*ernment shall 
be administered with economy, but they 
also desire and expect that postal fa¬ 
cilities will ho afforded in keeping with 
the growing needs of the country, and 
(Vtcintles of this character the depart¬ 
ment Intends to furnish. 

• • • 

Meoxuree of Economy. 

Only such raoosures of economy wlU 
be adopted, therefore, as can bt- made 
a consistent part of a general pro¬ 
gramme having for Its chkrf object the 
improvement-of the pertonnel, the form 
of organization, and the Injsincss meth¬ 
ods of the postal establlanrneqt. 

In considering the department's re- 
trenchment plan It should be remem¬ 
bered that w’hlle the postal service is 
so cloofiy interwoven with the com¬ 
mercial interests of the country as to 
reflect Immediately in reduced reve¬ 
nues any financial depression. It Ja 
almo 0 t tnipos.fible to make a corre¬ 
sponding reduction In the cost of main¬ 
taining the postal organization, for that 
organtaaitlon must be capable at all 
tlmea of meeting without dela>* the 
heaviest demand* of a constantly fluct¬ 
uating mall business.

The educatU:>nal and other benefits 
that come from the spreading of In¬ 
formation through the medium of 
perlodlroi public^ons are generally 
recognized, but the fact that the postal 
service Is tm)W handling these publica¬ 
tions at a public expense so many 
times greater than ttie revenue )*lelded 
Is worthy of Inoot earnest attention.

Inquiries are being Instituted for the 
purpose of determining whcLhtnr any 
reductions can be n>ade in Uie losses 
on account of third-class and free mall. 
The annual lose on third-claaa mail is 
soinothing over three million dollars. 
The moll matter carried freo under 
congressional franks coots the CTov'em- 
motvt annually a4)OUt a half million 
dollars, A greater loss, about two and 
a quarter millions annually, results 
from the free handUng of official mall 
for executive departments other than 
the Post-office D«rpartmenL The an¬ 
nual coat of handling the free official 
mall of the Foot-office Depe^tment is 
estimated at about 13.000.00(1. If tihe 
several branches of the Federal 'Gov- 
ernment were mode to bear thek* prop¬ 
er share of the expense of transporting 
and handling official mail, greater care 
would he taken no doubt in the exer¬ 
cise of the franking privilege and some 
saving to the Government would ac¬ 
cordingly result. The wisdom of doing 
avra^’ entirely with the franking privi¬ 
lege for official maJl has been suggest- 
etC but this Is a matter for Congress 
to detennine. Buch a plan would re¬ 
lieve the Post-office Deparimont of a 
heavy expense It Is now obliged to In¬ 
cur in the handling of frf,'e mail for 
other branches of the Government es¬ 
tablishment.

Rural Delivery. 


The most striking fact disclosed by 
rcoeQ't Investigations U the tremendous 
loss on account of second-class moll. 
While this class of tnail provides a rev¬ 
enue of UtUe more than 1 cent a pound, 
the cost to the Govemmeni for Its 
handling and tronsportaUon averages 
9.23 cents a innind. The annual loss 
thus Incurred, os already stated.

The rural delivery servlee has dev el- 
opifi In twelve years from an experi¬ 
ment requiring an appropriation of 840.- 
000 to one of the largest branches of 
the postal c«tnbllshment. with an an¬ 
nual expenditure exceeding 135,000.000. 
The postage on matter mail6<i on rural 
routes Is estimated at about $7,000,000. 
The Importance of this service to a 
large number of people Is fully appre¬ 
ciated. It brings the farms and vil¬ 
lages Inin closer communication with 
commercial and oducatkmol centers. It 
encourages the Improvement of cuun- 
tr>* roads. By making rural life more 
attractive M stimulates agriculture. No 
doubt It Is iiartly res|>ons!U{e for the 
increase In farm values. Owing to the 
marvelously rapid growth of this serv¬ 
ice, howe\‘er, it la but natural that 
defects have de\*elope<l. The coat of 
rural delivery Is probably much greater 
than U should be. .Vow Is an appro¬ 
priate time for conalderlng carefully the 
conditions under which K is operated, 
for perfecting the-existing organization, 
and for Introducing ouch economies os 
are consistent wfeth a proper conduct 
of the »iT\*lce.

Undoubtedly 
the postal establlehmem shoold be so 
reorganized as to distribute In a more 
rationoJ and busSnesaUke way the su¬ 
pervisory authority. This can be ac¬ 
complished ool>‘ by dividing the sen^lce 
into a series of districts and placing 
In charge of these districts subofficors 
w ho H9»all bo responsible to the dopan- 
inem at Washington.

The passage of an aot to authorize the 
Portmosier General to pay for ticcan 
moll service In vessels of the second 
class on routes to South America, the 
Philippines, Japan, Chino, and Austra¬ 
lasia. 4.000 miles or more In length, at 
a rate per mite not exceeding rates ap¬ 
plicable to vensels of the first class, 
w'ould enable the department to secure 
such contract service. 'The profits from 
the foreign mail service (not Including 
cost of handling malls within the coun¬ 
try) would exceed t^ combined coat of 
the additional service and of that op¬ 
erated under the ocean mall serv'loe act. 
Legislation should be enacted granting 
adequate mail pay to American steam¬ 
ships on routes of this character.

Postal Note. 

To provide a simple and cheap means 
of transmitting small sums through the 
malls, and to lessen the use of coins, 
bills and postage stamps for that pur¬ 
pose, ll is rec<>mmended that a form 
of poetal note or check be adopted, slm- 
lar to the present money order, but is¬ 
sued for lower fees without w*rltien ap¬ 
plication In fixed denominations lees 
than 110.

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It would seem to be on exoellenl 
plan to nuike large city i>ost-offices the 
centers of convenient postal areas by 
giving city postmasturs supervisory au¬ 
thority over the smaller olllcea of the 
neighborhood. A consolidation of this 
kind would not only render it possible 
to relieve the tributary olfices of the 
principal part of their accounUng 
work, but by permKting closer super¬ 
vision of their affairs. It w'Ould groeib' 
facUlute the livtrodiiction in such of¬ 
fices of more systematic and business¬ 
like methods. 'The city po.Htmaster hav- 
ing suprr\*li6on of each postal area of 
this kind would bo responsible direct¬ 
ly to It he officer In charge of thr larg¬ 
er postal dUtiict In w*hlch his post- 
ulfice fell. 

The fO'stem or organization Just out- 
fined, under which the department at 
Washington w^utd look primarily to 
the officers in charge of the srv*eral 
great ^ictal dlscrtcts, who In turn 
would hare Immediate authority over 
the heads of the smaller postal areas 
comprising city post-offices end ihetr 
tributary offices, ^rould unquestonably 
constitute an Important advance in the 
nmnagement and control qf the poetal 
business.

Personnel and Salaries. 


'The policy of making efficiency the 
basis of tenure and of compensation In 
the postal service has been continued. 
Postmasters conducting their offices in 
a creditable and satisfactory* manner 
have been recommended for reappoint 
ment. Salary tncreasfes have been 
granted for such employes only as could 
show* records of faithful and efficient 
8er>*lce. 

The salaries paid poetal employes, al 
though considerably higher than they 
were several years ago, ore by no means 
excessive. Liberality with reepecl to 
compensation and other conditions of 
employnf>enl Is the best policy. The Im¬ 
provement In {personnel and the greater 
devotion to duty that are bound to re¬ 
sult from such a policy will unquestion¬ 
ably outweigh the addltlonuJ expense 
• • • 

Public Oo-Operation. 


The public Is vitally interested In the 
character of the mail facilities afforded 
At a trifling expense and w'lth llitie In- 
c*invenlenee to themselvcMi the patrons 
of the service can give the department 
substantial aid In Its endeavor to meet 
satisfactorily the rapid grow'th of our 
postal needs. In the last anadyMa, all 
expense* Incurred by the Government 
for this purpose, whether n«cc»sar>* or 
unneceasap>’, must be borne by taxpay< 
ers. With a reasonable co-of>eratlon on 
the part of the people who enjoy the 
benefits of the service the department 
can save much unnecessary expense and 
apply Its fundf more effectively In lols- 
liig Uwe sliuidard of efficJoncy. There 
ore various, w&ys In which the peo¬ 
ple may assist to this end.

Private Equipment. 


Insofar aa the rates of payment for 
transportation of tbe malls are fixed 
by contracts based on comiietHlve bid¬ 
ding. there can be no doubt as to their 
fairness. The larger part of this item, 
how’e>*er. Ii for pa>*n)«nt8 to railw*ays 
at rates fixed by law. The charge for 
this sen’l<» during the post fiscal year 
was matlj 850,000.000. 

'To enable the Postmsjrter General to 
ascertain the cost to the raJlw'ay com¬ 
panies of mall transportation and the 
proper conpensatlon to be paid there¬ 
for. and to make to Congresd such rec¬ 
ommendations as shall l>e Just and 
equitable, the companies hA%*e been rc- 
quosted. In accordance with the act of 
Man?)) 3. 1879. to furnish such data re¬ 
lating to their operation, Tecolpts and 
expendftures as may bo necsessory for 
that purpose.

Post-Office Service. 

Post-offices collect practically all of 
the postal revenue, amounting annually 
to over two hundred millions. whHo 
tlielr expenses are about one-half the 
Income. Bwn w'hen the cost of the 
nallw*a>’ mall service and of transporta¬ 
tion t>etw*fvn post-offices Is charged 
against tlielr accounL a balance re¬ 
mains to their credlL On the whole 
it ts belle\ed that post-offices i>erfi>rm 
their work sattsfsetorHy. meeting In 
a creditable manner the exacting de¬ 
mands of the public.

District Organisation. 

in one respect, liowever. this branch 
of the service is susceptlblo of marked 
improvement- It needs a more efft^- 
tlve system of superi'lslon. 0\'er 60.066 
offices scattered throughout the length 
and bn*AdU) of the land are diretulj* 
dependent on the department at Wa.*<h- 
In^on ftJT Instniotions, for authority 
•to nuike expondliures, and for supplies. 
Tlie time consumed In the tnuismlsston 
of official communications betw*een the 
department and distant offices about 


The CM)ulpment of every rosidence 
u'itih a private mail box In cities that 
have a carrier sen’lce would gfeatly ex 
pedlte delivery and save annually hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 

'The plan of posting heavy mailings 
In the early hours of the day Instead of 
in the evening, portlcularly on the part 
of large business establishments, would 
distribute more evenlj- fhe dally work 
of post-offices and permit a prompter 
Itandling of the entire volume of mall 
than Is poestbl** under congested condi¬ 
tions In the olosfbg hours. 

The general use of a return address 
on letters w'ould eliminate the ))«a%^ 
expense of handling undeitverable mall 
and Insure promjit return to the send¬ 
ers. 

'The prompt notification of post¬ 
masters In all easos of changed ad- 
dreso. and similarly* the prompt noti¬ 
fication of publlshera by aultscrlb».u*s. 
would prevent much unnect.<uM.r>‘ waste 
of tlnne and effort in mall handling. 

'The addressing of mall matter legi¬ 
bly. compKdely. .'Uid In the proper form 
W'ould greatly facilitate Its dispatch 
and avoid tfhe expensive IrKitment re¬ 
quired for mall Improperly addressed. 

The exercise of greater care In the 
preparation of parrels and packag«is 
to bo sent through the mails W'ould 
aave the ser\*lce much unnecessary la¬ 
bor and expense. 


Additional Postal Facilitiea. 


Among t)»e various measures pro¬ 
posed to broaden the scope of our 
postal 9>*stem and meet tile |hiM1o de¬ 
mand for additional mall facilities 
there ore some tliat should receive 
most earnest conaldrratlon; as. for ex¬ 
ample, the esiatdlstiment of postal- 
oavlbgs banks, the extension of mir 
ocean mall service in American shlpa 
and the Introduction of a convenient 
postal note.

Postal Savings Banka. 

The deportment's recommendatJoti 
fi>r the oBtabllshment of poetal sovlngs 
iMUiks Is earnestly renewed. As 98 per 
cent of the savings of the people are 
deposited In the bonks of fourteen 
States, the need for additional savings 
depositories for other ports of th#> 
country is apparent *niose portions of 
the United Sttites now wanting in suoh 
facnitles could b© r«idlly supplied 
through the Inst rum entail ty of a poe¬ 
tal savings system. Under such a s>'s- 
ter the surplus earnings of foreign- 
burn resldcnu would be kept In this 
country. The magnitude of tlia amount 
tent abroad by ’<uch msldents la shown 
by the fact tluU posfial money ortlers 
to tlie am^Mint of 1312.775.148 jMiyably In 
foreign countries were Issped In the 
last four years. Money now In hiding 
would come forth to swell the nation's 
clrculatlqg medium, thus lessoning the 
possibility and ilanger of financial 
stringency. The security of Govern¬ 
ment deposttorles would constantly act 
os a reassuring infiuence In the busi¬ 
ness affairs of the country. As feeders 
to local tionks, postal depositories 
would do much toward increasing their 
deposits. By limiting deposits and fix¬ 
ing a low rate of Interest competition 
w’lth private banks would be avoided.

or all the existing man apes the gorilla 
is beyond question the moiit formidable, a 
large male standing not Infrequently over 
five feet six Inches In height and bonen 
being known of one whfen apparently 
meaaured In life no less than six feet two 
inches. It Is not. we know* from experi¬ 
ence in the gardens and elsewhere, always 
when young quite so "utterly untamable 
a beast." and so '‘entirely and eotuitaiitly 
an enemy of man" as ChslUu repre¬ 
sented; but it Is ravage and morose 
enough. It la still uncertain whether tn a 
w'lld state, except in the Immediate 
ment of attack, it ev«n actually walks 
erect without cither testing Its knuckles 
un the ground or supporting itself by a 
branch overhead, but that U does beat Us 
fists upon its breast when engaged (Im 
Challlu says that he heard the nolne "like 
a great bass drum" at a distance of a 
mile) is established, and when the male 
gorilla turns, as seemingly it does, to con¬ 
front nt|U) fearlessly when aitaoked. with 
Us huge slats Us great hojry limbs and 
hideous hesd set almost duwn Into Us 
shoulders we can balie\’e that "no de¬ 
scription can exceed the horror of Us ap- 

f )oaranc«k" And that the gorilla usually 
Ives In the depth of forests whefe the 
light Is so dim that It Is difficult to see 
any object clearly at a distance of more 
than a few yards, and It Is not to be won¬ 
dered at that the natives have invested 
It with attributes even more horrlfllc than 
those wlilcli ll iKMsess. 

Many l>elleve the gorilla to be human; 
others hold thoU though Itself a beast, 
ll Is often InformfKl w’lth the transmigrat¬ 
ed spirits of the human dead. It Is said 
to lie In wait crouched on the lowor 
branches of trees overhanging a path, and 
when a human i)eltig passes to drop one 
of its long hind hmbs aiut. suddenly 
clutching the \*1ctlm by ths throat sc sud 
denly and In so terrible a grip that hardly 
a sob la heard, to drag U—man or woman 
—up to Us lurking plare. It la credited 
with rapturing and stealing women and 
carrying them off to keep them In the 
forests, and. aniHHl with clubs. Is said 
to attack and best off elephants. The 
fonnldableness of the great atten as com¬ 
pared with other beaets, ho\^over, la not 
an easy matter to pans upon. In Africa 
It Is notowortiiy that the Hon and gorilla 
do not occur together, and It has been 
conjectured both that the lion lias ex¬ 
terminated tlie gorUla within Its territory, 
and that the gorilla has driven out ths 
lion. 

In Pomoo the most serious nelghhoni 
of the orang are the pytlion and the croco¬ 
dile. and the natives say that the a(io 
overcomes them both, tlie python by seiz¬ 
ing and biting It. ami the crocodile by 
leaping on Us pack, clutching It by the 
upper jaw and b>' sheer moUn strength 
tearing It open. 'The name "orang" is In 
Itself a title of honor, meaning roughly 
wise one." the Malays giving U alike 
to ilieir chiefs, to elephants and to the 
wild men." Perhans. however, no native 
myth or story eclipi^s in wonder the 
statement of Emin Pasha, made serious¬ 
ly, that In the Mbongwe forest the chim¬ 
panzees used to come to rob the hanana 
lantatlons In troops, bearing torches to 
ght them on the way! "Had I not wlt- 
nesiKH] this extraordinary spectacle per¬ 
sonally.” he la reported aa saying. "I 
should not have believed that any of tfie 
simians understood the art of making 
fire."

Carlyle once rwiarked, when a friend 
chided him for being such a recluse,

'The Chelsea Sage considered 
that e man must shun acquaJntanoea 
and friend* If ho wished to give the 
world his beat work, and a study of the 
Uvea of some present-day genlusoa 
shows that It is total absorption in 
their work which cause* them to hide 
from the public gaze, say* London Tit- 
Bits. 

IMke the rase of Matthew Marla fbr 
Instiuice. the well-known pointer, 
whose picture, "Four Mills,** fetched 
3.300 guinea* (116,500) at Christie's a 
few days ago. Marl* Uvea in strict se¬ 
clusion In London lodgings, the w4itTe- 
abqatts of wtiich is onlv knoam to about 
half a dozen people. Ho la now an old 
man of 70 year* of age and rarely 
leave* his study. And not oqjy does 
he hide himself from the fsibllc, but 
he also hitl«w his pictures. H** ho* not 
sold a painting for years, although 
dealers are w*lUlng to pay thousand* 
of pounda for them, as Is evident from 
Ihe prices fetched by those ivhlch an? 
occasionally put up for auction. 

Marls reminds one of the great Ital¬ 
ian sculptor, Vincenzo Gemlto. who* 
tu'cmty ye 4 ^ ago. shut himself in his 
study and rofuoed to 1^%** it. To a 
rertiaJn extent OemUo's reason bad be¬ 
come iins€<tled owing to overwork, and 
distresHlng mental suffering, and on« 
of the r< Awm* why he would not leave 
his study was tliat he feared the At¬ 
tacks of fantastic foes, w)u> were the 
figment* of his disordered brain; but 
hi* malady in no way Interfered with 
hi* work. For twenty years G«'mito 
ho* been working hard ox the produc¬ 
tion of statuettes, real mosterplocea 
w'hich he modeled and remodeled time 
aftor time, bringing thorn to iho highest 
degree of perfection. 

It was report«*d a few day* ago, how¬ 
ever, that Gemlto Imd b«?en Induced to 
leave hli fftudy by no lea* a personage 
than Iho Durly'fw of Aosta, who fre¬ 
quently visited him. She succeeded In 
Inducing him to go to the Royal Palace, 
and. accompanied by two relatives. 
Gemlto left his house and walked along 
the sunny streets of Naples. At the 
palai'c he was cheerfully greeted by 
the Duke and Duchess of Aosta. w*ho 
oiTtcrtaJned him for a ronaiderahle 
time. The effm was magical. Throw¬ 
ing off Die depressing gloom of yeans 
the aged sculptor returned home full 


of Joy. declaring tliat he w*ou1d ctnne 
out egaln and enjoy Ufa

An Exiled Prince. 


For the first time for some yeer* 
Tolstoi left b1* home at the beginning 
of October to pay a vtsli to a fr1e:id 
In Moscow. The famous Russian lias 
for many year* ltd a peaceful and quiet 
Ufe on )Hs estate at Yaanaya Polyana, 
w'hich ts situated about 130 mile* south 
of Moscow, amid forests and surround¬ 
ed by beautiful hilly country, dsvDtlng 
hia Um* between w*ritlng an<) outdoor 
labor, clad in the picturesque blue 
smook of the Russian peasant. Tolstoi, 
however, while refusing to mix with 
the w'orld. Is ever ready to receive visi¬ 
tors. The consequence ts t^t. Al¬ 
though Yasnaya Polyana Is by no 
means easy of aocess. many pilgrims 
find their way thither to pay their re¬ 
spects to the frreocher of obedlanc* to 
Christian principles. 

In a tittle cottage of the simplest 
kind at BromJey, Kent, H\*es Prince 
Kropotktn, the famous Russian exile, 
w'lioM revolutionary teachings led to 
several terms ot Imprisonment, while 
aerving one of which he escaped to 
England. The Prince rarely leaves h\» 
Bromley home, w*here ho writes hi* 
books and Indulges In his favorite hob¬ 
ble* of bookbinding and carpentry. Ho 
is a man w*ho ho* suffered even, more 
than Tolstoi for his ideas, and still 
seeks by his writing* to amefionote 
the coiullUon* under w'hich the Rus¬ 
sian peasant lives.

Bjomaen and Maeterlinck. 


Tolstoi and Kropotkin rcrnlnd one 
ver>* much of BJornsen, the famous 
Norw'egtan poet, who hides himself 
from the w^orld In a little bouse at 
Christiania. Hjomeen w*a* on intimate 
frlesHl of Ib^en. and never narrd for the 
social world. He luis a great contempt 
for a man who seeks sockU triumphs, 
and since lbsen’«t death has become 
even more strict In his socluslofi. He 
seldom leave* his study or receives 
frlenda 

Maurice Maeterlinck, who has been 
called the "Bixlgian Shakespeare.** has 
immunsil himself fn Normandy at a 
ruined nlibey. which he has made his 
home Now and again he given the 
world some new masterpiece, but peo¬ 
ple seldom have an opportunity of see- 
Ing the genius who has made for him¬ 
self A name as one of the greatest of 
living thinkers.

Advance In Prices For Food. 

•if we could buy supplies now for 
the same we used to pay for them ten 
years ago. and si»eni as much on lh»* 

i .»rlsoners as we do now, the convicts 
n the penitentiary could he fed on 
Bcelbach fan*.** said Billy Grsyot. sec¬ 
retary of the Prison ComrnUion. 
'’Everything that the convicts eat has 
doubled or treble»l in price during the 
last ten yeara and wiillo we have to 
spend two or three times os much ns 
w'e did on the food, the convicts are 
getting only ^ little better food than 
they did ten years ago.** 

CoL £. E. Mudd, warden at the peni¬ 


tentiary. always kicks when he sees 
the bills for food. He makes as much 
fuss shout it as though the money to 
pay for the food came out of his own 
pocket. The reason for this Is that 
CoL Mudd feels as much Interest In 
the convicts o>tt his prison as though 
lhe>* were friends of his. They are 
hts wards and under hIs care, and he 
spends most of his waking hours plsn- 
nlng to help them and Improve their 
condition. 

• • • 

Same Food As Docade Ago. 

’I would not care so much about the 
high prises If the iK>or devils Inside 
were getting any benefit from It, but 
they are not They are getting Just 
about the same food they were get¬ 
ting ten years ago. and yet It coeu 
the State twice as much to feed the 
men. Take the Item of bacon. We 
used to get bacon for t cents a pound. 
Now It costs 12 cents, and Is no better 
than Uie bacon f«JT which we paid 4 
cents. Beans and other things are 
Just ae much higher. Why. ten years 
ago we could get good beef-viesk for 
12 cents a pound for what we are now 
paying for common bactm.” 

In spite of the high prices which 
have to be paid for foo<l, the convicts 
are well fed and the penitentiary is a 
paying Investment for the Btate, mak¬ 
ing money over and above expenses, 
whereas the prisons used to be sn end- 
leas source of experts**. The penllen- 
ttaries used to cost the State many 
thousands of dollars eaiTh year. Now 
the prisons not only take nothing from 
the State, but show *i big profit every 
rear—more than enough surplus to 
make all the Improvements which the 
Prison i’cimnil.-**lon thinks should be 
matle. The iniprovommts will not eat 
up the amount which h.is been turned 
Into the State treasury by the prisons, 
so there is a general disposition to ap¬ 
propriate money for all the Improve¬ 
ments needed at the big prison here. 
EverybiKly knows h»rw muoh these Im¬ 
provements Are needed and there will 
be little orppostM rtn to the kill s.

He was assigned U> No. 4 hook and 
ladder company, th**n under the com¬ 
mand of Copt. Hsggio. now thus signal 
officer of the dopartment, with head¬ 
quarters In the tower. After a few 
months' service. Capt. fpiggio recog¬ 
nised in Dillon a Aremon tif excep- 
tiorioj ability, willingness and feeirleas- 
neaa He made him his chief lieuten¬ 
ant. promoting him over the heads of 
men w’ho had been In the company Cor 
a number of years.

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Uniform Accounting Syatem. 

The State of Indiana la preparing to 
put Into effect a uniform accounting 
a>*atein that will apply to all public of- 
tlcea Booka and Wrms to be aeed In 
keeping records and in making reporta 
have been adopted and all oltlcera will 
be required to make use of them. Prior 
to 4ho inetallatlon of the new syeiem 
there is to be a sweeping examination 
of the condition of ail offices In the 
State by a fored of expert accountants. 

The Legislature of Indiana did a 
wise act when It passed the uniform 
stct'ounllng law. It Is to be regretted 
that Kentucky haa no such law. Its 
need'la demonatrated almost every day 
In the reports bedng made by State In- 
■pector Thatcher. These reports show 
conclusively that many offloea are con. 
ducted In a loose and unbusinesslike 
'^tnanner and that a large number of 
county olhclols have no system of ac- 
coumlng that Is worthy of the name. 
The State undoubtedly has lost a groat 
deal of money In the past by the cars, 
lassness and Incompetence of county 
officers. Unquestionably it would give 
a large amount of money In the future 
by eatabllshing a uniform system of 
Accounting, as Indiana has done. 

Tha uniform system would minlmlxe 
the chances of mistake^ U Is con¬ 
ceded that most of the nun^eb^us short, 
ngee In county offices sre due to mis¬ 
takes and not to the dishonesty of of¬ 
ficials In some o—es there has been 
dishonesty, but It Is fortunate that such 
noses ore oompamtlvely few. The 
large majorhy gf county officials are 
not recreant to their duties and have 
no dsslro to wKhhold from the State 
eny money that Is justly due, but many 
of them are unfamiliar with even the 
simplest forms of bookkeeping. Under 
fuch olrcunistances U la not surprising 
that the Btaie Inspector Is Untilng a> 
piany tangled accounts. 

The uniform system would greatly 
■ImpUfy the work of Inspection, w'-hlch 
under present oonditlons In Kentucky 
Is practically an endless task. The In'- 
fg>ecior*s time is valuable to Iho Btote. 
and because of the lock of sysloiri he 
la often compelled to spimd several 
days in overhauling tlie accounts of 
one small office while more Important 
SnveeilriUions are dvlayed. The com. 
ing Legislature will have It In Its power 
to do a great ser\'lc« for the Stale by 
adopting the uniform method.

The weather prophets of Berks coun¬ 
ty, Pa., are not agreed In their fore¬ 
casts of the winter. One of them says 
the winter wHl be mild because there 
were quite a few cold da>'s In tho fall. 
A farmer who plna his faith to the 
gooeebone says the markings indloate 
"an open winter with a severe spell 
now and then." An octogenarian seer

The majority of the farmers adhere 
to the opinion that it wrlll be a long, 
hard winter. To back up that opinion 
they assert that the weeds have grown 
to an unusual height; that tho squlr- 
nDls began storing their winter supply 
of food earlier than usual and the 
muskrats began building operations 
early In the fall; that corn husks are 
thick, with the stalks leaning to the 
west; that geese, ducks and chickens 
ore growing a thick down under Iheir 
feathers and a bony aubstance on their 
feet; that toadstools on old logs have 
many wrinkles and that owls have re¬ 
tired to the foroat a month oorller than 
la their usual custofn.

however, that groundhog day has not 
arrived.

AN EXPLANATION.

Bowling Oraen, Ky.. Dec. 26.—Plbose 
give me space to moke on •xplonotlon, 
which I feel l» due me. a* my name was 
mentioned In the report of th* Kentucky 
Children's Home Society os nuuSe by 
Mr. H. M. Thatoher. 

In that report be ssys: "W^. H. Collin*, 
an employe, was also permitted to become 
Indebted to the society • • • I 

called the attention of the superintendent 
und the board of direotoni to theiSr ad¬ 
vances of loons to the superintendent snd 
to Mr. Collins, and Inshited that same be 
repaid to the society. The amount ilue 
from Mr. Collins was repaid upon my 
suggestion," etc. 

The facts arc os follows: As one of the 
district supeilntendents of the society. I 
collected considerable money from private 
sources and made itemised statements of 
it at the end of each week. It was my 
custom In making remittances to tbe so¬ 
ciety to send my check on my home bank 
so 1 would hsve Ihe check as a voucher 
and remit colloctlona to the bank. A short 
time before I left the society I moiled the 
society a check for $36.36. which Moi to 
the bank before my remittance, end was 
returned unpaid. The last tim# I was in 
the society^* offi*;e mv attention was 
called to the matter and I Instructed the 
financial secreUry to send the check back 
for cohecllon. 

I came home and in about a week left 
for North ('arollna, where I worked all 
last fall, and l^fore starting drew all 
the money I had out of bank for ex¬ 
penses. thinking the society's check had 
been paid, and I did nOt know any bettsr 
ft>r aulle a while, when 1 wrote Mr. Behon 
froin North Carolina. He thus got my 
address and notified me. Business re¬ 
verses placed me where It was Impossible 
for me to pay R sooner, but on June 2$. 
1009, I ?ent a check to (he society for $40 
to cover the above amount with llhersl 
surplus for Interest, or donsUnn. which¬ 
ever you may term It Mr. Thatoher Is 
in error In saying Ihsl "he catted my 
ottenuon to the matter and Insisted that 
the some be paid and that I repaid it at 
his suggestion." 

I ns^'er heard of his examination of the 
society's books until In November, four 
montlrs after It hod been paid. Mr. 
Thatcher's r^rssentsttve. who checked 
up the books, told me shout It In Novem¬ 
ber and said it was the best managsd 
Institution he ever saw. I also want to 
add my testimony Co the integrity and 
sterling worth of Mr. Behon. the superln- 
teKdent, and of his unaelflsh work for the 
society. He has ntode Ihe oorletv all U is. 
onAtbs State can never repay him for all 
he has done for the welfare of the desti¬ 
tute childhood of the Slate. Future gen¬ 
erations WlU rise up and call him blessed.

N 'The Great John Ganton." which re¬ 
mains for tlie first half of this week, 
the Mostmic has the best offering It 
has had for several weeka The many 
persons who found *Tlj* Lion and the 
Mouse" entertaining should find 'The 
Great John Ganton" equally ao. and 
George Fawcett, lo tbe title role, gives 
a thoroughly oonvlnclng portrayal of a 
character much more sympathetic than 
that of Ready Money Ryder, ths leading 
figure In 'The Idon and the Mouse. ” The 
comparison between ihe two plays by dif¬ 
ferent auilior* Is rendered Inevttabl* by 
tite similarity between the plots. But the 
story unfolds In an environment entirety 
different from that which surrounded the 
flkx of 'The Lion and the Mouse" and 
the characters Introduced differ radical¬ 
ly from Uiose In ths other play dealing 
with a alndlox subject. 

To describe "The Great John Ganton*' 
os a powerful drama of American finance 
Is hyperbolical, but as a character study 
George Fawcett's Impersonation of John 
Ganton, a rough-and-ready packing mag¬ 
nate. leaves nothing to be heslred. The 
argument of the dramatist, as revealed 
through the medium of hla characters in 
the opening act. is that there are better 
ways of conducting business than the 
nistbods obtaining among the captains of 
Industry who have the principles of prac¬ 
tical politician* Md cope with crooked- 
nea* by resorting to comiptlon. The de¬ 
nouement does not clinch the argument. 
In the final act John Ganton’s son. who 
has denounced the old-fashioned ideas of 
bis father, and who ha* entered Into busi¬ 
ness with a man of tJie younger genera¬ 
tion who believes In sttlcl tionewty In bus¬ 
iness. Is put at the head of the firm of 
Ganton A C6. by a father who prophesied 
that he and his Impeccable business asso¬ 
ciate would fait The breach between 
father snd son Is caused by the refusal 
of ths son to give up his Intention to 
marry the daughter of a former busi¬ 
ness rival of the elder* Ganton. wlio was 
driven to suicide by Gontoo’s ruthleas- 
ness. The reconcUlatloo results from the 
Illness of John Ganton and his premoni¬ 
tion of Its ffttol termination. When the 
climax Is reached no lesson has been 
taught, no mJral has been pointed, no as¬ 
sertion has been proven. The old man's 
advice to hla son to keep out of specula¬ 
tion and conduct business along legitImata 
lines is In the nature of an ante-mortem 
etatement. and is what might be expected 
of any man about to poea to hla account 
with a good deal to account for. The 
play, therefore, sags as a drama with a 
purpose. But as an entertainment It haa 
merlL 

Mr. Fawcett la more widely known In 
the Cast than In this part of the world. 
He Is a capable actor and hla appearance 
out of character especially fits him to 
rdake John Ganton a picturesque figure 
by pisscering the rather rugged counten¬ 
ance of a bluff, likable Virginian with 
enough grease paint to transform It Into 
the presentment of s rude, self-made 
Croeeua of a 'mushroom metropolla Uls 
power of expressing emotions by facial 


shrewd, rssourcefUl, unscrupulous. Im- 
placabl*. qulck-spok*n, witty ruffian who 
resembles a piratical ssa captain rather 
than the pollahed financier of a larger 
ctUlber who biibee Legislatures and con- 
greoelonol committees as Ganton bribes 
walking delegates representing union 
teamster* In the Chicago stockyards. A 
besr-llke man. of mingled fault/and vtr- 
tuss, whose character has been warped 
by specialising upon money grubbing, and 
whose Ilfs has been wasted In the profit¬ 
less sccumulatlon of millions used .only 
as a weapon witit which to fight other 
millionaires and wipe out lesser gam¬ 
blers. Ganton. os presented by Mr^ Faw¬ 
cett, Is on engaging old buccaneer for 
whom one feels s strong sympathjA 

The ploy Is given a good mountlngr Th© 
four short acU are scenes in the buslnese 
house of Ganton A Co., at a golf club 
near Chicago and a room in Galon's 
liome In Chicago.

Federal Corporation Law. 


Says Advent of Christ As Babe Has Given Birth Not Only 
To a New Religion, But To a New Humanity. 


"The Cradle, the Cross and Christ¬ 
mas" was the subject of Dr. E. L. Pow- 
eU's sermon at Macaulay’s Theater last 
night. The burden of the sermon was 
that uhc advent of Christ In the w'orld 
as a babe was the birth of not onljr a 
new religion, but the birth of a new 
humanity. The speaker argued tiiat 
Christ w'as the real Saviour of the world, 
and the Meeslah as predicted by th* 
prophets of old. He declared that no 
Jew'lsh prophet since the days of Christ 
had predicted the coming of another 
Messiah. The sermon In full follows; 

I read the tenth veree of the second 
chapter of Luke’s Gospel: "And the an¬ 
gels said unto them. 'Fear not. for. be¬ 
hold, 1 bring >*oo good* tidings of great 
Joy, which shall be to ail i>eople, for unto 
you Is born this day. In the city of Da¬ 
vid, a Kavlour, which Is Christ the 
Lord.' ‘ It Is not possible to define Christ¬ 
mas by naming the day or the date. The 
calendar does not explain it. As well 
attempt to gauge a thought or map a 
simile os to seek to Interpret Christmas 
by the mere statement of a foot. Christ¬ 
mas. It Is true. Is a word found In the 
dictionary, but It Is something more than 
a word. It Is a mood, an Inspiration, on 
experience, on atmosphere. It Is a word 
which symbols the moat irtumphanl fact 
In all history, a word which, like the 
magic tent in Arabian story, while ca^ 
able of marvelous compression. Is equal¬ 
ly susceptible to unlimited expansion. It 
Is a worti which holds the cradle, the 
ct^&s. the whole story of Christianity 
within Its brief compass. It can be ut¬ 
tered in A breath, but Its full and glo¬ 
rious significance shall never be fully 
understood until we have fellowship with 
that utigellc host whose Gloria In Ex- 
celsls has gladdened the music ^ 
earth, even aa it thrilled the hearts of 
the Judean ahepherda.

Birth of New Religion. 


If the President should submit his 
recommendations soon after Congress 
psconvenes, and .should fokow w'hat la 
said to be his present Incllnnllon. he 
would nok for the pOHsage of a Federal 
corporation law, without delay, on the 
ground that honrst business is menaced 
under the Interpretation of the Bherma»| 
anti-trust act given by the Circuit Court 
iloclslon in the Standard OH caae.

Here Is a religion that Is represented 
In Iti v^ry Irraui^ratlon as contemplating 
the universal. The Wise Men from tho 
East follow* some unseen Influence, draw¬ 
ing them to become worshipers of the 
Babe In the manger, a fit pivpliocy of thot 
glad day when all the kingdoms of earth 
■hall become the kingdom of our Lord 
and of His Christ. Here Is culture In the 
person of these same Wise Men anticipat¬ 
ing the tlme^ when the mtghUesi kings 
of earth shall bring all of their re- 
sr>urpeo and oonseci*ate them to the 
Christ of Hunianlly.

riously from the very Capitol Itself, and 
If he could hare gone on down unto tho 
present hour In hJs vision he would have 
seen Christianity Militant and Chrisflan- 
lly Triumphant and Christianity, the only 
mlsalonary religion among all of the re¬ 
ligions of earth, tho only religion that is 
sending In earnest fashion Its represenla- 
wffh the demand that all powers and 
all peoples and all nations and klndrisls 
and tribes and tongues shall bow unto 
Him Whose right Is to reign over their 
hearts and over their lives and over their 
Oovemmenls amd over ihHr clvlllxatton.

A New Humanity. 


While ll Is true that we object to 
hortxons, remembering that they menace 
our peace, knowing full well our craving 
for the Infinite snd the boundless.

Looking Forward To Perfect Man. 

I want >*ou to consider, while we are 
analysing this Joy of the Christmas time, 
we are expeiirncing the Joy of satlsflei 
expectation, and of realised hope. From 
time Immemorial men have been looking 
forward lo the perfect man. The per¬ 
fect man was not only the dream of 
Plato, but has been the dream* of the na¬ 
tions. In the Old Teatament. the kins^ 
and the Judges and the warrlom and tne 
prophets all pMn before the eyes of their 
contempomrtes. ar>d there was a lack.

His Is to he the reign of love, so that the 
fierceness of nature shall l>e abated, and 
evsn In the anlrimt creation the lion ami 
Iha lamb ahall He down together, and a 
little child shall lead them. And ao the 
stc«r>' goes, and the world waited and still 
waited. Not only In Israel, but In Rome, 
that in’eat dealre of (he natlona showed 
Itself In the longing for the perfect man. 

When the Babe of Bethlehem was bom 
the desire of tho nations w.-ur satisfied 1 
defy, my frlemls, tho most loyal Jew to 
name one prophet of his who has pre- 
fllcted any coming of the .Messiah since 
Jesus was horn In Bethlehem. Why not 
look for Him? All of their prophets prior 
to the Coming of Christ anticipated this 
perfect man. this Messiah, this one whom 
the prophets named Counsellor. Wonder¬ 
ful, the Mighty God. Prlm-e of Peace 
Since Jeaus was born prophecy has hung 
Its harp u|>on the willows There hast 
b«»en no need for prophecy. Hn’t that 
proof that He has come? In no country 
of the world, among no nation, can ther<- 
be found tliop«* who look forward for th-* 
perfect man: they look bncKward and find 
Him there, as the wise m^n of the Ex-t 
found him. In the Bai>e of Bethlehem, who 
subsequently became the Man • f Naaa- 
relh and the Saviour of the world No 
wonder that John the Baptlot should have 
been satisfled with the ansa*er of Christ 
when he asked. "Do we look for an¬ 
other?" The answer that wos given was 
so completely satisfactory that not only 
John the Baptist did not desire lo lo.ik 
for another, hut no Irullvldunl or no na¬ 
tion ean And another. There oan be no 
hfgtier than the highest There can be 
nothing more perfect tluin the perfect 
Jesus Potlsfles all of the needs, ail of the 
deslrei. all of the hopes, all of the ex¬ 
pectations of all the nations of the earth, 
and hence He la not local or sectional: 
He Is not the son of a Jew or the son of 
a Oenlllo; He does not belong to anv 
tribe or to ;iny people: He recognises Hli 
universal relattonahlp In His own de- 
tcrlpth^ phrase. "The Son of Mun, ” the 
representative of the human rare. H<' 
has the blood of all the ages and all the 
centurle« beating In Hla veins.

At thie Inatance 
Urta Craft flrod a ehot from a revolver, 
plenolng Polly's left breast. 

PoUy is «6 years old. and was serving 
hla second term as Jailer. Craft waa 
amj«ie<l and given on examining trial 
before Justice H. P. Day. This morn¬ 
ing he was bound ovc-r until n%x.t term 
of court. Hts bond was fixed at 12,000. 

FATAL LOVERS^ QUARREL. 


Jsalous Sweetheart Killa Self and 
ilanoee. 

Ctolumbus, O.. Dec, 26.—Drunk and 
jealous. Albert W’aiker, a cabinetmak¬ 
er, aged 26, at 7:30 to-night shot and 
killed Fiiedn Ludvig, aged 20, then 
put the smoking pistol In his mouth, 
pulled the trigger and died instantly.

Branding of Spirits. 


In internal revenue oriler No. 723 (April. 
1907), dJrecUons were given as to hcAV 
certain lilatillud spirits should be bnmdcl. 
The effect of this order was to deny the 
right to use of th«^ l>raniJ '*whlsky*’ to 
any dlstlllod liquor except that which Is 
Known to the trade us ’ straight wtUsky.” 
and to require the branding of several 
kinds of liquors dUtllled fn^m groin as 
“imitation whisky.” The puie-fooi act 
di^ca not mention the term "whlskyi” It 
dciw not authorise any officer to llx a 
standard In to any article of food 

or llviuor. It therefore leaves tfec qaeMlon 
of wliat Mquor may b« properly brandai 
«• wliisky lu those who ha\e to execute 
the pure-food law and the ituemal rev¬ 
enue law, subje<*t, of course, to a review 
of the correctness of ihoir action by 
courUi. whenever a esse beta’cen parties 
liUgxuit, properly within 'the Jurisdiction 
of rui'h courts, shall arise.

1 Dacision of Bonaparte. 


Attorney General Bonaparte was asked 
to pass upon the qutmtlon of w'hat prop¬ 
erly could be Included under the brand 
of ’’whisky” wkhln tlu* pure-food law, 
and reodctod two decisions. In wldch he. 
In effect, limited ttm proiiar use of the 
brand to wliat Is known In the trade as 
"straight** whisky. Bo far us apj^ears 
from Mr. Bonnisirte's opinion, he accept¬ 
ed a definition of whisky from a diction¬ 
ary or encyclopedia, and. forming arid 
exi»reasing his opinion, he had not the 
benefit of anv evtdenev aa to Uie meaning 
or scope of the term acquired from nuuiti* 
facturera, dealers or consumers In the 
trade. Internal revenue order Ko. 721 
was founded on Mr. Honaparie’s opinion.

Petition For Rehearing. 


A petition was filed In April last by a 
large number of distillers, w^vose Inter¬ 
ests were affected, asking that the Issue 
ttaosed upon by >ir.

I shall not set them out. it 
la sufficient to say Uuit he found from 
Uie evidence that whisky, as a Lenn of 
the trade, for many v-eara. Included much 
more than “straight^ whisky; that It in* 
eluded “reoilfi«Ml whisky." "redlat’.Ued 
whisky" and all dJatUlataa of grata re¬ 
duced by water to potable strength and 
containing a sufficient amount of fusel 
oil. or the oongeneric substances acin>m- 
puny lng grain distillation to give a dla- 
tlnctlve whisky flavor to the liquor; and 
Uils. wtiether or not colored by numt su¬ 
gar or Ollier harmless fiavuring and color¬ 
ing matter. But he excluded from the 
proper meaning and scope of the term of 
‘wnleky'* that product conUnuoos dis¬ 
tillation called "neutral spliita" though 
reduced to iicKable slrength omd colored 
ami Ihivored by burnt sugar on the 
ground that In such product Uiere was 
not enough of the fusel oil or congeneric 
substanci^ to give to the liquor the dis¬ 
tinctive flavor of whisky. He found fur¬ 
ther that Uie mixture of neutral spirits 
akh whisky. If u. sufficient quontUy of 
fusel oil or congeneric suhstanoea re¬ 
mained to n*taln ine whisky fiiivor, U was 
not an adulteration add did not make U 
other than, whisky.

Mcont.'me the other and shorter method 
of making whisky grew greatly In iir use 
and the amount of distilled spirits made 
from grain etiher by rc<glfylng or by re¬ 
distilling. whlcli were reduced to potubB 
Btrengtti and given a conventional lUvor 
of whisky by the use of burnt suc^ir and 
other essences, fox exceeded that of the 
OD-cailcd "straight whiskies"; and ac¬ 
cording to this method n potable, pleasant 
beverage could bo made In a snort umr 
w'lthoui the ageing in wood aivd wlUiout 
the loss of interest on the capital involved 
in holding the product for two or three 
y'ears while it acquired color, and it could 
be sold, of course, much chettt>«r. 

It w'us made originally by dlatilllng a 
product ax a proof of from 140 per cent, 
to ICO per cent called "high wines," By 
taking these high wines to a rectifying 
house and there paaalng them through 
leacldng tubs to reduce as far os possible 
the fusel oil. and then coloring and fiavAr- 
Ing the whisky with burnt augur; or by 
another step of piirifi^-atlon. which was a 
ri'distIllation of Uie high wines, reducing 
Uie fus«i crfl mill furtnor. and then the 
coloring and flavoring by rarainel. tlir 
product of this system tv'as Unowm ae 
"finialied whisky": whersaa the raw 
spirits delivered wero knoqrn as "high 
wines."

This was effected for a 
great many years by passing the dUlllled 
spirit through leaching tubs of charcoal, 
which lendetl to purify It and reduce the 
amount of fusel oil. and subs 4 «quent)y 
rectification was followed by another 
step— 1 . e.. redlMtlllmtlon—and at all tlme.i 
by the Introduction of fruit essences or 
burnt au^r. Burnt sugar Is used In 
Scotch whisky os well as In American 
whisky, though not to the same extent or 
In the same proportion. 

Between and IbtiO In this country a 
very targe and profitable business began 
In certain well-known brands of whisky 
which were purified by leaching tubs and 
were colored and flavored ^ the use of 
caramel or burnt sugar. 'Though there 
waf( some American white whisky, tho 
conventional amber or brown color and 
whisky flavor In America was that pro¬ 
duced by a mixture of the raw whisky 
with Its fusel oil reducisl os much as 
possible, and burnt sugar or citsamd.

Origin of “Straight” WMsky. 

Some time during the Civil War It was 
discovered that If raw whisky, as It 
came from the still, unrectlfied and with¬ 
out redlstlltatlon. and thus containing 
from one-half to one-slxlh of I per cent, 
of fusel oil, was kept In oak barrels, the 
Inside of the staves of which were 
oharrc<i. the tannic acid of the charred 
oak which found Its way from the woo<l 
Into the dlsMIled spirits would color the 
raw white whisky to the conventional 
color of American whisky, and after 
some years would eliminate altogether 
the raw taste ond tho bad otior given 
the liquor by the fusqi oil and would 
leave a smooth, delicate aroma, making 
the whisky exceedingly polatsble without 
the use of any odilUlonol fiavotitig or 
coloring. The whisky thus made by one 
distillation and by aging In charred oak 


All fhese prodticts—straight whisky. 
recUfled spirits whisky. redlsUUwd spirits 
w’hlsky and neutral spirits whisky—when 
teducM by water 1 to a hutKlred t>ruof or 
le«s and sold upon the market as bqv- 
•mges. were known to tho trade and to 
the customers as “whiiddes;’* the differ¬ 
ence between straight whisky and the 
neutral spirits whlsxy, which now con- 
stUutee. and for thirty wars last passed 
Itas cunst1tute<.1. porhupe 76 per cent- of all 
tho W'hlsky irntd. was well understood, axiil 
tlio illfference between the two was soon 
in the difference in price which each com¬ 
manded In the market. 

It was supposed for u long time That 
bv the agirtg of straight whisky In the 
charred W‘ood a ohemlcal change took 
place which ridded the Uquer of fusel oil 
and thus destroyed the unpleasant taste 
und odor. It now' appears by chemical 
analysts tliat this Is untrue; that the ef¬ 
fect of the aging Is only to dissipate the 
odor and lo nuMlfy 'the raw. unpleasant 
flavor, but to leave tne fusel oil Htlll In 
(the straight whisky. Fusel oil Is known 
to be s>oKionous and Injurlmis. In the 
smaO quantity in the straight whisky It 
vesry probably does no barm. But, l»ow- 
ever this may be. It Is certain that In the 
wblsky made of neutral spirits there Is 
less fusel oil and less of the poison Aris¬ 
ing therefremj than There is In the straight 
wnleky. The quuetlon, therefore, Is not 
here one of health; li Is only one of cor¬ 
rect branding to prevent deceit of tho 
puiillc as to wbwt ft la buying. 

After on examination of all the evi¬ 
dence It seems lo mo overwhelmingly 
established that for a hundred years tJve 
term “w’hlsky” In the trade and among 
the cuatumem has Included all x>otable 
liquor dlalllled from grain; tliat the 
•tralght whisky Is, os compared with 
the whisky made by pcstlficatlon or 
redlstlllatlon and flavoring and ool- 
ortrg matter, a eubsequeirt ImprovcaiouL 
and that therefore It Is a perv’erwlon of 
tiho pure food act to attempt now* to limit 
the meaning of the term “whisky" to that 
which modern mnnufseture and taste 
have nnule the most desirable variety.

Congress legialaled 
with reference lo tho dtetincUon betwe*>n 
tlie two In the method of manufacture 
ami preparatJrm for use as a bov'croge. 
which was admitted on all sides to exist, 
but no queotlon was mode as to the prop¬ 
er uppi feat Ion of tho term "w'hlsky” lo 
both kinds of liquor.

In order to prevent further 
frauds, they are required to use a brand 
which will show exactly the kind of 
whisky they arc selling For that reason 
U seems to me fair to r«*qulrp them to 
brand their product as “Whisky made 
from rectified spirits." or “Whisky nukde 
from redlBilllcd spirits," or “whisky mode 
from neutral splriu," as the case may be; 
and. if aged in tha wood, as sometimes is 
the cosa w’lth this kind of w hiskies, they 
may add this fact. 

A great deal of liquor sold Is a mixture 
of straight vi'hlsky with whisky made 
from neutral spirits. Now. the ciuestlon 
is. whether this ought to be regardeil as 
a compound or a blend. The pure-foo^ 
law provides that “In the case of article* 
labeled, branded or tagged so as to plain- 
b’ Indicate that the>* are compemnda Imi¬ 
tations or blends.” the term "blend" shall 
he consttiied to mean a mixture of like 
substances, uot excluding harmless color¬ 
ing or flavoring Ingredlenu used for 
the puriiose of coloring and flavoring 
only. It seems to rue that straight 
whisky and whisky made froiti neu- 
tial spirits, each with more than Hlfim 
per cent, ethyl a.lcohol and water, and 
with less than one-half of I per cent, of 
fusel oil, are clearly a mixture of like 
siibatances, and that while the latter may 
have, and often docs have, burnt sugar 
or caramel to flavor and color It. such col¬ 
oring and flavoring In^edlents ma>’ be 
regarded os for flavoring and coloring 
only. lM*cause the use of burnt sugar lo 
color and flavor splrtls os whisky Is much 
older than the coloring and flavoring by 
the tannin of the charred bark. There- 
fon*. w'her© straight whisky and whisky 
made from neutral spirits are mixed It 
Is proper to call them a blend of straight 
whisky and whisky made from neutral 
spirits. This is also in accord with the 
decision of the British Royal Commission 
In th© case which I have cited upon a 
slmi'.ar Issue.

Canadian Club whUdey Is a blend of 
whisky nuide from neutral spirits ami of 
straight whisky aged In the wood, and 
Us owners and vendors are entitled to 
brat>d It as such. 

Neutral spirits made from molasses and 
reduced |.o potable strength ItAS aomv- 
tlm<*i been caltnl whisky, but not for a 
sufficient length of time or under rlrrum- 
stanc«a JUBiif>*lrMp the mnrluslon that It U 
a prv>p»«r trade name. Tt>e distills le from 
moUumes used for drinking has commonly 
known as rum. The use of w’hlsky 
(or It ill A mlahmnding. 

Tliere are other kinds of liquor In re¬ 
spect lo which a dsrlmnn is In^’Oiked, but 
It Is thought that the prlnclffira oboxw 
stA4ed. and the directions above given in 
•lte<ial casea wUl furnish a clear prere- 
dsnt for all other cases. 

By such an order as this decision Indl- 
caitea the public will he mode to know 
exactly the kind o< whisky, they boy and 
drink. If they desire straight whlaky. 
then they cam secure it by purchaa'.ng 
what 18 branded "straight whisky."

If tltey are willing tx> drink whisky nuuk

FAILURE OF BALLOON GUN. 

(WasTJngion Post) 

Twenty explosive shells from a balloon- 
destroying gun at a range of only 1.000 
yards failed lo score a Mt, greatly to the 
surprise and disappointment of Oovem- 
ment o.xperta who designed and flrod 
the new weapon. None of the observers 
of tits test at Sandv Hook had an ex¬ 
planation io«offer. Thaoretlcally. the Mg 
stotloroiry halloop that served as a tarwR 
aliould have been riddled time and again. 
The mm was elevated at an snglo of 
only 23 degrees, and the shcUa had been 
expressly made for ll>e object In view. 
It was the first experiment of the War 
Department In the effort lo find a means 
to cope successfully with the aerial foes 
wWch promise lo toeioine an Important 
factor In future active military ope¬ 
rations. 

The Germans, usually foremost In solv¬ 
ing new* problems In military science, 
were the first to recognise the Importance 
of e«iuJpplng tlis artillery with special 
ordnance to meet the emergency, have 
Inven-lcd throe auns for that purpose. 
The rosuHs of (he tests are not avail¬ 
able. but as none of the guns experi¬ 
mented with has boon dcrflnltely nccnpl- 
e<l. |t la prolxtblo that none of them 
waa found effeollve. 

Announeomoiit w*aM made after the fail¬ 
ure of the tests at Sandy Hi>ok timt the 
Ordnance Department will continue the 
experlmontr. As the expert on the 
ground were unable to say w’hethor the 
failure to hit the big target was due to 
poor markamaiishlip. difficulty In finding 
the rapgo, or to ino baWoon itself, but 
little of value was guined.

When they reach¬ 
ed Lho docks In London only a few hun- 
dn^a hnd died, which Is considensd a 
very good record for so large a nu mber.

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NEW BELGIAN KING 

AS HARVARD VISITOR. 


(Neer Tork Evening Post ) 

Albert, who succeeds lipoid on the 
Belgian throne, visited tho Fnlted States 
In 1868 and spent some lime In the North¬ 
west studying the railway development In 
that part of the coiinlr>*. But l>ofore he 
went West he stopped off In i«me of the 
pastern clHee. In Boston he devoted one 
whole day lo llar\*ard. wotch<nl Uie crew 
squads In Hemenway. surveyed the diners 
In Memorial and made a tour of the dor- 
mliories. An Incident of his risit Is r^e- 
oeJled by a Harvard man now In this 
city, who tells the story os follows: 

"I was living in one of the big bamllke 
roonu In old Stoughton Hall that year, 
with a roommate from Illinois. One mom- 
lng just as we were starting for a lecture 
Hie preildenl'a secretary cam® to. the door 
and asked If we liad any objection lo the 
Frown Prince of Belgium visiting our 
room. We looked at eoch other, grinned 
and declared that wa had not. Tie wll 
bo here In oifbut twenty minutes, then, 
returned th*^secrelanr. , . , 

"We gave up aJI Idea of attending leo- 
tiirea and turned In to set things In simp® 
for tho royal visit. We wouldn’t ncknowl- 
e<igo tlmt we were exactly tickled, but it 
IsiTt svory day that prospoctivo European 
Ro\‘er«i|ns make morning calls on Amcrl- 
(an college students, and some prepara¬ 
tions luul lo bo made. For Instance, we 
had to send out a hurry call for the 
’goody' to make our beds. Everything 
was In shape, though, ten minutes baforo 
tlie Prince appeared, ond we sat around 
doing nothing and trying lo look uncon¬ 
cerned. * . , .

"Finally there came a knock on the 
door and President Eliot pushed It open 
and entered. 'Young gontlem«*n. this Is 
the CYown Prince of Belgium,’ he re¬ 
marked as he stepped Into the middle of 
the room.

We explained tlwil 
we w* 4 *re both from the West, and l*ri'sl- 
dcnl Eliot took the opportunity to de¬ 
liver a little talk on tho strongly nationnl 
character of Harvard, and the broad field 
from which It drew It* students. 

“Thf-n the Prince spied a group picturo 
of Home colh'ge girls and examined it 
rarefully. 'You have very tKiautlful 
women In America,’ he remarkeik w*lth a 
oinlle. *I have often h(*ard thtun pmlsctl, 
arid now I am {•amlng that It is oil Justl-

The announcoment that there la lo 
be music at a dunce of the dnnf may 
f%eem strange, but the Mutual Aid So¬ 
ciety would not ednaidrr a dance with¬ 
out music.

Daniel S. Mills, a retired * hay and 
grain dealer, a prominent churchman, 
fonnorly a member of the board of di¬ 
rectors of the First National Bank and 
well known on Main street, died of 
Bright’s disease at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning at the D 6 aconesa Hospital.

LAY IT ON THE DOG. 


(Washington Post.) 

Tnere Is one branch of domestic hua- 
bandry our people ciinjlnslly neglect, and 
that Is the breeding and graxlng of sheep. 
If properly conducted It is the mom prof¬ 
itable Industry of the farm. The grow¬ 
ing of wool as a business Is now j>rsc- 
lically conAned Ic the States and Terri¬ 
tories of the Transmtsslsslppl. but there 
ki not a Btate cast of the Father of Wa¬ 
ters - with the oossibfb exception of 
Louisiana and Florida — in which shesp 
husbandry would not return an errormoue 
proA* on the venture If the shepheril 
would give his flock half the Intelligent 
cara the herdsman bestows on the calves 
he feeds through the winter and one- 
tenth of the lime and labor the farmer 
gives to grain or cotton or tobacco. 

Virginia. West Vlrglpla^ North Caro¬ 
lina. Tennesaee Xentui^y and Ohio are 
Ideal for the ralalng of the mutton sheep, 
or would be. If the farmers of those Com¬ 
monwealths gsve half the sAcctlon and 
nurture to the valuable and respectable 
sheep that they bestow on the worthless 
and dlsrenutabte dog. The farmer who 
knows how* to farm-—and possibly his tribe 
is all loo small—could make 100 per cent. 
In per annum proAt on hla Hack of sheep, 
even though the animal yielded no more 
w'ool than a pig. If he would set about the 
thing right and bring to the Indualrv the 
requisite Intelligence, diligence and pa¬ 
tience. The eradication of noxious w*eede 
and the fertility lent to the soil by s 
Atv.'k of w'ell-cared-for sheep win pay for 
their keep The wool Is to much *‘vel-, 
vet.** and the lambs will return 100 per 
cent- on the Investment 
In Kentucky sccordlfAg to the statistics, 
there are 636.243 sheep. Perhaps Uiere 
are half as realty doge In the old Com¬ 
monwealth. mostly mongrel our. There 
ought to be Ave sheep for each man 
woman and child In that State. ^ Instead 
there are four men. women artd children 
for every sheep 

It Is a singular fact that, next to our 
shipyards, the wool and mutton Industry 
Is about the best fostered by the law's of 
all our enterprises, and yet both languish 
and hunger more for ihe public crib 
Maybe we can lay It on the dog

to wreck a great nation, and every like 
attempt In baseball has aruS will contain 
the same element of danger to the game. 
Jt la a peculiar business, this sport, m 
that Its greatest success lie# In the ex¬ 
actly proper division of aharp irompell- 
live rivalry on the playing field and wise 
and thoughtful care of the Interests of 
one's rivals, who also are business part¬ 
ners, off the diamond. 

•There roust be a strong community of 
Interests with a view of promoting the 
sport and keeping It abreast of the pub¬ 
lic's demands by steady and consistent 
Improt'ements along conservative but 
progressive lines. But there must not be 
too great community of interest!*- The 
club owners must keep two s«ts of books 
and keep them carefully separated, one 
of them to contain the debits and credits 
of their partnership obligations and the 
other demoted exclusively to thetr own 
clubs and business. Departury from this 
system means syndicate baseball, an evil 
than which there can be no greater In

N*or would the a foremen llone«l proceed 
decide a game of baseball If It were 
placed upon a strictly legal basis. There 
would then be possible appeals from ev¬ 
ery decision to a Circuit Couii. and be¬ 
yond that to a Supreme Court, v.lth the 
result that the winner of the pennant in 
1M9 would be known about this time, and 
the outcome of the 1909 pennant races 
would be established beyond cavil In l«9 
Instead of by the dally standings In the 
newspapers. In that event the nlayors 
of a championship team never cculd par¬ 
ticipate In the receipts of a world's striae. 
Too many of them would be 4Wad before It 
would be established what teams wore en¬ 
titled to play for a world's pennant. 

Uaseball must be a law anto Itself, and 
Its own laws must be clear. )ust and wise¬ 
ly administered. All that is necessary Is 
that fta Judges of play be fair and hon¬ 
est In their decisions and make as fsw 
mistakes as Is possible for liuman na¬ 
ture to make; that the appeal from the 
iMlaied mistakee In the Interpretation 
of playing rules be decided aa promptly 
aa posalble by an unprejudlrcil authority 
on the simple principle of right and 
wrong, and that the property nghts of 
the club owrntirs be protected by a trib¬ 
unal equally fair and Juat. reaching Its 
decision In disputes between clubs and 
leagues aolely on the aforesaid basis of 
right and wrong. 

• • • 

“Fair Play’' the Thing. 

There should be no question or cavil 
over the existence or nonexistence of a 
law or a precedent permitting or forbid¬ 
ding a given act. There should be no 
necessity for arguing and discussing the 
Interpretation of a rule nor any protec¬ 
tion awarded the Individual who deviset 
shrewd methods of evading the letter of 
a poorly worded rule or law. A thing can 
be right In sport only If It Is founded on 
fair play; otherwise It Is wrong. 

Haseball law gives players and teams 
certain rights on the diamond, tt gives 
club owners certain property lights as 
individuals and as partnerships or 
leagues. There Is no way to establish 
these lights and to retain this property 
except through baseball law. The civil 
courts will not sustain either of these 
rights, and the further baseball keoi>s 
away from the civil courts the in^ater 
will be Its prosperity and lu prestige. 

Only In the spirit of peace and good-will 
toward each other can baseball magnates 
continue to grow great In the background 
of a great sport. 


FUCKEBLESS SIJO10N5. 


At the recent banquet In celebration of 
Fttuburg's world's championship. Police 
Commissioner Baker, of New York, told 
the aasembliHl club owners of the two 
major leagues a few home truths In home¬ 
ly, but forcible language. His viewpoint 
was that of the public Itself, for he ad¬ 
mitted he was not a baseball fan and 
knew the game more through hearing It 
dlacuseed on even* side during his daily 
duties than from personal observation. He 
Minted oMi that he had In his life 
watched the "sport of kings" driven Into 
He last trenches; he had seen pugilism 
beaten Into an extremely groggy oondl- 
Uoii by laws which bad their Inception In 
the minds of the great American public. 

Baseball now Is supreme in the world 
of sport, he said, but to keep It there tho 
men responsible for Its fate must sidestep 
with constant vigilance the nllfalle into 
which the promoters of the other two ma¬ 
jor sprwts fell. They muM play fair with 
the public and permit no suspicion of the 
honesty of Ihelr sport or their dealings 
with each* other to gain a foothold In 
the minds of their patrons. If an appro¬ 
priation could have been made to prepare 
emboss^ copies of portions of Commis¬ 
sioner Baker's speech al the Dreyfuss 
bsnquet and to hang them over the desks 
of every bsiHsball club owner no better 
investment for the small sum required 
could be found.

Dangerous Element Fresent. 

There is In baseball to-day an element 
-Identical with that which a few decades 
ago adv'orated maintaining States* rights 
at any cost. It la a dangerous element 
and will continue such until It ts recon¬ 
structed or converted to the axiom that 
in bosoball nollilcs. as In national, th« 
gr^teM goon of the Individual Is found 
In the greatest g«»od to the community. 
Baseball club ovitn*rs thrive better when 
opposition on the diamond Is most nearly 
equal, not when Individual and collective 
strength In a few teams greaily surpasses 
that of others. The seeking of Individual 
aggrandizement, when carried beyond the 
le^timate de«lr» and determination to 
excel In sport conducted by nifar equals, 
will defeat the alms of those seeking their 
own aggrandizement. Olory Is not the In¬ 
centive of the average bafrball club own¬ 
er. That is a spur for the player, whr^e 
right to bosk In the spotlight should not 
be q\;e8tloned or undermined by the pro¬ 
moter Disreganl of this policy can have 
only disastrous results-to the promoter. 

Recently there was an effort made by 
club owners, who value property rights 
higher than Is justiftable In sport, to 
7 tace In tho executive chair of a major 
cague a represeniaflvn of the civil lawe 
of the nation. Notlilng could have been 
worse for the great pastime than euc«<e]ts 
In this undertaking. The Introduction of 
law. as reprenenied by the civil rousts. 
Into ba#cha:i. always has been attemled 
with serious resuica to the sport. Bare- 
ball w'snts nothing of the legal qulbblra 
delays and aubterfug*^ by which the 
strong grow stronger at the expense of 
the weak.

Persimmons that wilt stand transports- 
tiop, as big SB the Japanese variety and 
at Che name time not turvtng. when firm, 
their astringent qualiUeo, are what the 
Department of Agriculture Is now trying 
to produce. 

All who iiave eeeh tho big. luscious 
looking Japanese persimmons on the fruit 
stands and in the fruit stores have liked 
their looks, but have nuuSe wr>' faces, 
with tuouiha puckered, when they bit into 
one of them. 

'The trouble la tliat th« Japanese per¬ 
simmon Is Just idio any otlter persim¬ 
mon. It la not fit to esc till tt gels too 
soft to stand transportation. 

They have to be packed and shipped 
while they are still hard. If a customer 
tries to eat Uiesn that way they give a 
"pucker" just like any oilier pcrslmmoo 
that Is immature, and perhaps more so. 

Uealem wdu) know thdr business warn 
customers against eating persimmons t.lJ 
they have gotten soft. They look so good 
Oiat the temptation to lake a bite is often 
irresistible. A custoiiier who lias been 
thus disappointed usually does not try 
again. So the spread of the fruit on ths 
has bt^n comparatlvaiy slow'. 

One thing also tiiat has nilfttated 
against the more general raising of the 
fruit is llmt it is almost a cubtroptcaJ va¬ 
riety. While the tree will stand quite a 
hard winter It will l»e coaxed Into bloom 
by a couple of wann days In the spring 
and then will b« caught by any succeed¬ 
ing cold weather. 

Ho the Japanese persimmon has had a 
lianl road to travel to popular favor. It 
has not advanced mut'h since It was first 
known to this country in 

•Tliere have been a number of attempts 
to cross tiie native persimmon with the 
larger and showier Japanese vanety, in 
hope of getting a tree that eras hardier 
and better flavored than the Jaimneee 
tree. The Department of Agriculture says 
Uiat one of the best of theiw* t'ariellea hos 
been produced by Prof. T. V. Munson, of 
Dennison. Tex. 

It is Uie result of a cross betwe^m the 
native Josephine and the Yemen of Ja¬ 
pan. It Is hardier than the Yemon and 
has the fiavor of the Josephtns. it Ims 
been grown oa fkr north as Farmlngdalo, 
111. •The department says It Is wHl w'orth 
testing all over ths native periammon 
belt. 

It has been ascertained that tlie Jap- 

xess overcome the astringent quality of 
the fruit a good dcoJ by heating It With 
the fumes of sakl. In closed veM«»ls. after 
tho fruit has been picked and before It Is 
put on the market. The Department of 
Agriculture has tried some experiments 
In the same line through the bureau of 
chemistry and thinks that possibly they 
may have a ooromereJaJ value. 

One of the most promising varieties of 
the Japanese persimmon that has come 
to the notice of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture is more or leas of an accident and 
a mystery. It Is a persimmon also grown 
in IVxaA by the late C. Falkner. It ma- 
turee late and at the oame lime lo«N.e Its 
oharacierisUc puckering qualities while U 
Is still hard. 

Mr. Falkner saw that It remained liard 
long after some other pemlrotnons In his 
nursery and thought that It was of little 
volue. He noticed, however, that the birds 
ate It white tt woe still hard. 

On trylrig U he was suimiised to find 
that It was not astringent. 'Then he found 
that he could not trace the genealogy of 
the tree, but thought tlutt It woe one that 
had come to him In a (vmslgament fntm 
Jitnin. 

lie niUTw<d It the lyme Star and culti¬ 
vated It for distribution, Tt Is almost as 
big as the average Japaneei^ persimnrton 
The department thinks It wrtll cultivate 
well throughout the Southern Stale*.

.Most csees Of chronic poisoning by lead 
are those of smeliora palnier*. glaiier* 
and other artisans of this class, who lii- 
liato the mi'ial In the form of fine diwt. 
or swallow It with their food, of Ian. In¬ 
deed. as a result of their own careless- 

^'^siirh cases the nature of th© illness is 
Immediately recognisable, as a rale, for 
the aiiaA'k is always expected. But some 
persona are so seinlttve to tho action of 
lead lliat poisoning occasionally originates 
In seemingly Uie most unaccountable 

"'sometimes It follows such obscure ar- 
rldenta os the drinking of water or other 
beverage ihsl has passed through n#a 
lead pipe*, or that has been stowl In 
caak* llneci with lead the eating of fooil 
that has been cooked In lead-enameled 
vessels, or the use of cosmetics contain¬ 
ing the metal. It has reaullod also from 
the wearing of artifirial teeth in tho man¬ 
ufacture Of which lead had been wrong¬ 
fully used, and even from ths repcale<l 
biting of lead^yed silk thread. In a few 
instances, loo. lead pigments have been 
used to improve tho color of food prep¬ 
arations and large quantities of flour 
have been rsnderod polsonoua by tho use 
of lead to flU defects In the millstones 
The dlsUuctlvo symptoms of chronic 
! lead oolsonUig aro derangement of the dl- 
I gestlon. lassitude, aching of the muscicm 
Ltd dull abdominal pains or acverv colic 
of a peculiarly ogonfxlnx charai'ter In 
most esses there li» a narrow inUlgo-Mus 
lino In tho gum* close to the margin.
